• arv common jo»p or it will leave 
a mark. 
After sponnng with 


toap and ammonia water, finish 
off with clean water, then allow 
the car to «tand where there is a 
food draft of air so that the up- 
holstery can be dried quickly. 


Leather upholstery « cleaned in exactly the same way m cloth 


up'iolstery, except that it should be dried off with a clean chamois 
»»d rubbed up briskly with a dry cloth. It is rarely necessary to 
fete a dressing of any kind on the leather. 


If you have been unfortunate enough to get a few oily marks 


or stains on the upholstery, they can generally be removed with a 
brush and lome ivory so»p and hike warm water to which has been 
•diied a little ammonia. If this does not remove the stain, procure 
• little chloroform from the dru^Kist and apply with a soft cloth. 
Bo not on any account use gasoline. 
It rnay appear to take out 


the spot, but it will leave an oily patch behind it that collect.1; dust 
And soon rnakn the cleaned spot look worse, than it was before. 


While on the subject of spots, 


It frequently happens that you' 
get a little tar or grease on the 
varnish. Do not attempt to re- 
move with gasoline or b dry 
•loth. Dip a piece of cheese cloth 
•r other soft material in water 
»nd squeeze out. then pour on » 
title olive oil and rab the spot 
With the t»r or grease rery gently 
hi itrai*ht lines, taking care to 
*eep as cio*e to t«e spot as pos- 
•ible. 
Finish by lightly polish- 


ing with another piece of dry 
•oft cloth.
